Change Would Be “Gradual.” 

Any sudden change in the food of the 
nation might not produce any immediate re- 
sults, but it would do so in four or five mil- 
lion years. or even less time, said the doctor, 
smiling. : 

“Il am not a vegetarian. A vegetable diet 
is all right, but there also should be a meat 
diet to go with it. Disease is due largely to 
the diet, which must be generous and well 
selected if we are to avoid disease. We must 
have a proper mixture of animal and veg- 
etable food, and it must be used in quantities 
larger than necessary for the ordinary func- 
tions in order to have a factor of safety. 
The human organiem combats infectious dis- 
eases just in proportion to the magnitude of 
Its factor of safety.” 


Wilson Says Farms Give Answer. 

“ Undoubtedly if the farms were raising 
more meat the price would be reduced,“ said 
Secretary Wilson of the department of agri- 
culture. There are not enough persons on 
the farms raising food and too many persons 
are going to the towns to be fed. 

“ Three-quarters of a million persons, said 
Secretary Wilson, “ are coming to the United 
States annually from abroad. They do not 
go to the farms where they might help raise 
food for the nation. Farmers cannot get 
help. They go to the cities, and they haveto 
be fed.” 

Have you any plan for inducing the people 
to go to the farms where they may help to 
raise food?“ the secretary was asked. 

* Jim Hill says they will go there when they 
get hungry.“ said the secretary. 


Pittsburg Hotels Aid Boycott. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan 22.—A new phase of the 
meat boycott enters into the situation in this 
city. The hotel men are catering to the meat 
abstainers. In one of the big downtown ho- 
tels last night the manager had an inepira- 
tion and immediately caused signs to be dis- 
played announcing that beginning today din- 
ners devoid of meat would be served to those 
who desired them. 

We have not noticed any appreciable 
slackening in the demand for meat among 
our patrons,” said this boniface, but I 
think this is largely because a person is 
handicapped in ordering a meal that does not 
include meat. In all hotels and restaurants 
in Pittsburg a big noon hour and evening 
business is done in regular orders, meals for 
which there is a fixed price, and all these in- 
clude meat, or game, or fish in some form.

New York Waxes Enthusiastic. 

New York, Jan. 22.—The fight for cheaper 
meat waxed hotter in New York today. 
Pledges to abstain from meat eating for 
thirty days Or more were circulated and 
signed extensively and the indications are 
that the movement, although slower. in get- 
ting a foothold here than in many cities, wil) 
reach impressive proportions, 

Formal action by many organized. bodies is 
expected to follow the general trend among 
families to cut down their meat consump- 
tion—a movement said already to have re- 
duced sales at the retail shops 50 per cent. 

Women are taking the lead in the local agi- 
tation. Today arrangements were made 
for a great massmeeting of women in Union 
square at noon Tuesday to protest against the

history.

| ‘Neolects Them: 


Lack of Progréss Aseribd to In- 
bloyers, Unions, and Legislators. 


— — 


That the United States is far behind the 
civilized nations of the world in the protec-. 
tion of its industrial workers was the ar- 
raignment made by Dr. Alice Hamilton in 
an address on v' Industrial Disease, under 
the auspices of the Chicago Medical society, 
in the Public Library building last night. 
Not only was the country’s lack of progress 
ascribed to callous manufacturers and indo- 
lent legislators but to labor unions, more in- 
tent on wage scales and working hours than 
on proper working conditions. 

There is much talk on the part of Ameri- 
cans who visit Europe and there see women 
working in the fields of the lack of chivalry 
of Europeans,” Dr. Hamilton said. “We 
are prone to speak of thém as uncivilized 
and to treat them with scorn. But look at 
those women, at their strong, sturdy bodies 
and blooming cheeks, and then look at our 
slim, pale. angemic shop girls. The trouble 
with us is that we have too much chivalry 
outdoors and too little indoors. I would 
rather have a daughter of mine plow in the 
fields than work in a factory. 


Scoffs at “Civilization” Here, 

The making of the ordinary lucifer match 
is among the most dangerous industries. The 
effects of white phosphorus on workers are 
terribly deforming. Civilized countries have 
given up its use, except our own ‘civilized’ 
country: The countries of Europe have aban- 
doned it through international agreement, 
but the United States has made no move to 
join them, nor is there any indication that 
such a move will be made. It seems probable 
that the effects of the industry are as terrible 


compiled statistics, as other countries have, 
and so do not know. 

“Similarly, we can’t find an authority in 
the United States who can tell us of the lead 
poisoning phase of our industries. England 
checked the death rate in the lead industries 
and eliminated women, who are much more 
sensitive to the diséase than men, from the 
more dangerous processes, Oul manufac- 
turers have not adopted the strict precau- 
tionary measures forced on the European 
manufacturers by government legisiation, 
and we don’t seem to care ether. 


Other Evils Are Unnoticed. 

„Mercury poisoning is most prevalent in 
the felt hat industry. The hats are made 
from rabbit skins treated with mercury salts. 
They are trying to do away with the process 
in Europe, but we don't know about it in the 
United States, and the industry exacts its 
toll unrestrained. And all these industrial 
evils are to a considerable degree prevent- 


i able. 


„But chronic overwork, the hurry up sys- 
tem, is the crowning evil of American indus- 
try. Whether they should be or not, women 
are in the indugtries to stay. A 16 year old 
girl can always get a job, but the jobs re- 
served for women are those which require 
leng hours of continued standing on the feet. 
Siructurall@ and anatomically women are 
not adapted to standing, and eight hours cf 
this labor is long enough. But every year 
thircugh the Christmas season shop girls 
stard behind counters from 8 o’clock in the 
morning until nearly midnight, and work 
again next day the same hours. :

ANNA LYON, CLUB LEADER, 
FILES BANKRUPTCY PETITION. 


Copyright on Novel and 2,000 Copies 
of It Her Only Assets—Liabilities 
Are $503,246. | 


New York, Jan. 22.—[Special.)]—Mrs. Anna 
E. Lyon, prominent among the leaders of 
feminine clubdom, filed today a petition in 
bankruptcy, giving her liabilities as $503,246, 
with no available assets other than the copy- 
right of the novel Prudence Pratt,“ writ- 
ten by her seven years ago, and 2,000 copies 
ot the book, which, as Mrs. Lyon remarked 
today, “‘I don’t think will do the creditors 
any good.“ 

Of the lItabilities $385,300 are secured by 
bond and mortgage on rea! estate owned by 
Mrs. Lyon when she was a rich woman. 
There are 104 unsecured creditors, including 
Mrs. Lyon’s daughter, Grace Barker Lyon, 
for a loan of $18,000. 

Mrs. Lyon's financial troubles began some 
time ago. Her husband, Dore Lyon, a build- 
er of houses, whose first wife was Kate Clax- 
ton, the actress, failed in February, 1894, 
for $500,000. When Mr. Lyon died, in 1898, 
his widow explained today, he left large real 
estate holdings, mainly unimproved land, 
heavily encumbered. 

Last fall the stress of her financial diffi- 
culties became such that Mrs. Lyon became 
a professional singer and music teacher. 
Now she expects to devote herself entirely to 
these pursults. 

Mra. Lyon first became known in club cir- 
cles over the country when she was elected 
to the presidency of the New York City Fed- 
eration of Women’s clubs, a few years ago, 
She edited The Club Woman.”

FINDS SLAIN WOMAN'S HEAD 


Boy Discovers Missing Portion of 
Body in Vacant Lot. 


FORMER HUSBAND LOCATED, 


Police Still Seek Clews of Mrs, Jennie 
Cleghorn’s Murderer. 


The severed head of Mrs. Jennie Cleghorn, 
whose mutilated body was found early Thurs- 
day morning in a negro resort at 84 West 
Seventeenth street, was discovered last night 
in a vacant lot at 2521 Armour avenue.

Like the body, the head was mutilated.

The head 
apparently had been cut and twisted from the 
body in a way that to the police indicates 
the murderer some knowledge of 
anatom 

The pant ME believe the head was thrown in 
the snow the morning of the murder and has 
lain in the lot ever since.

‘May Help Find Murderer, 

The discovery may help us in the search 
for the woman's murderer,” Capt, Cudmore 
of the Twenty-second street police station 
said. “ We are running down every clew we 
have, but have been unable to get any abso- 
lute proof as to who committed the crime.”

CAMERA CATCHES NEW COMET 


Prof. Barnard of Yerkes Observa- 
tory Photographs Sky Tramp. 


SENDS COPY TO “TRIBUNE.” 


Clouds Again Prevent Chicagoans from 
Seeing the Blazing Sphere. 


The Johannesburg comet, which astron- 
omers throughout the world are observing 
eagerly, has been photographed by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago astronomers at the Yerkes 
observatory, Williams Bay, Wis. The photo- 
graphs were made last Friday evening be- 
tween 8 and 6:30 o'clock by Prof. E. E. Bar- 
nard. 

Prof. Edwin B. Frost, director of the 
Yerkes observatory, is elated at the success 
of the photographic undertaking, as the work 
was done under unfavorable conditions, and 
it was not expected that the delicate plates 
used in the process would show a recogniza- 
ble likeness of the comet. 


May Be Visible Here Tonight. 

It had been hoped the new comet would be 
visible to Chicagoans last night, but that 
hope was spoiled by the overcast sky. Thou- 
sands of men and women who had heard of 
the appearance of the celestial stranger 
turned their gaze toward the western horizon 
at sunset, but they were unable to see even 
the sun. 

Prof. S. W. Burnham of the University of 
Chicago, who is one of the most noted astron- 
omers of the present day, shared in the gen- 
eral disappointment. 

“I was keeping a close watch for the 
comet, said Prof, Burnham, “ and had hoped 


to get a good view of it through my field 
giasges. But I saw nothing, as the sky was 
too much clouded. If we have a clear sky 
Sufday evening the eomet may be seen by 
theypeople of Chicago without the ald of a 
telescope. 

Statement by Prof. Barnard. 

“The photograph was made with the six 
inch lens of the Bruce photographic tele- 
scope with an exposure of twelve min- 
utes,” said Prof. Barnard. * Though 
the comet was a bright object to the 
naked eye, it was especially difficult to 
photograph it, because the sky near it was 
still strongly Uluminated by daylight, which 
would fog the sensitive plate with any con- 
sidcrabie exposure. The picture, however, 
shows the tall for a length of about five de- 
grees. It also shows well the starlike nu- 
cleus and the curvature of the tall. 

“ During the exposure the comet had to be 
watched in the guiding telescope, and the 
nucléus constantly kept behind cross wires in 
the fleld of view, so that the telescope would 
move accurately with the comet. In this 
guiding telescope the nucleus and head and 
the portion of the tail visible were of a beau- 
tiful yellow. color. 


„Presented Splendid Appearance.“ 

“'ToAhe naked eye the comet presented a 
splendid appearance: A bright, starlike nu- 
cleus in the head, with a gracefully curved 
tail sweeping upward. In every respect it 
presented an ideal view of a great comet, 
and one was constantly reminded of the va- 
rious representations of Donati’s comet of 
1858, which s® many of the older people re- 
member with much pleasure. 

Then. the present comet was best seen the 
tail was about ten degrees long, Friday 
night, but it soon passed into the mists of 
the ‘horizon, and the head disappeared at 
6:08 p. m., but the tail could be seen for 
tome time afterwards, stretching upwards 
and eurving to the left.”

Senator Bacon of Georgia, Senator Rayner 
of Maryland, and Senator Overman of North 
Carolina, are formulating weighty argu- 
ments in opposition to the Teft plan.

Question Is Bound to Come Up. 

It is bound to come up. It has beén her- 
alded for years, and it involves the control 
and supervision of the interstate commerce 
activities of the country, individual as well 
as corporate, because, if we can control cor- 
porations, we can control individuals, ag the 
word ‘corporation’ does not occur in the 
constitution of the United States“ 

Senator Bacon believes that the adoption of 
the president's recommendation would be the 
greatest step which possibly could be taken 
in the direction of a complete centralization 
of all power in the federal government to the 
exclusion of the states. 

Al Jurisdiction over corporations and 
their business,” he asserted, “ would be cen- 
tered in the federal government and in fed- 
eral courts, to the exclusion of state govern- 
ments and state courts.

Only Safe Proposition. 

“The only safe proposition is that the fed- 
eral government shall incorporate no corpo- 
rations except those which ere to perform a 
necessary tal function which can- 
not be performed properly by companies 
chartered by the state. Of course, this does 
not relate to corporations in the District of 
Columbia.or in the territories." 

Represen Tirrell of Massachusetts, 
Representative Sterling of Illinois, and Repre- 
sentative Diekema of Michigan, all like the 
principle of the president’s proposal.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 22,-[Special.}— 
The scheme of the Cannon following in Hu- 
nois to kill off the direct plurality primary 
bill, so far, at least, as it pertains to the 
nomiration of congressmen, has come 20 
grief and its backers are running for cover. 

This was the news that gained circulation 
here today following a sudden and myste- 
rious visitation of State Senator Ed Curtis 
and Len Small of Kankakee to the capital 
and a prolonged heart to heart talk they had 
with Speaker Cannon, who is their mentor in 
this as well as other political affairs. 

State Treasurer Andrew J. Russel, said 
to be a receptive candidate for governor, also 
conferred with Mr. Cannon. 


Speaker Hears Bad News. 

Senator Curtis and Mr. Small brought bad 
news to the speaker and they wanted coun- 
sel and instructions concerning their future 
conduct in the negotiations from which a pri- 
mary law finally isto evolve. They expressed 
fears that it would be impossible to obtain 
in the law finally agreed upon an exemption 
of congressmen and what they wanted to 
know wes whether they should abandon all 
further efforts to obtain such exemption. 

The upshot of the conference was a decis- 
ion to try to Induce Gov. Deneen to agree 
to a caucus of senate Republicans for the 
purpose of working out some kind of a 
measure upon which all factions can agree. 

The governor will be told he ought to send 
the administration senators in to such a 
caucus and do all in his power to frame a 
compromise bill for the reason that. unless 
the Republicans agree, the Democrats with 
the Gibson amendment are likely to gain 
all the credit for the primary legislation 
finally adopted. ' 

The Cannon crowd will attempt to get the 
governor to agree to an cxemption of state 
officers from the working of the law and if 
he accedes they then will claim the exemp- 
‘tion of congressmen as a matter of right. 
As @ matter of fact, however, Senator Cur- 
tis and Mr. Small departed for Chicago this 
afternoon with only a forlorn hope that they 
can induce the governor to agree to any 
‘such exemptions.

It is this collection of letters which 
the governor contemplates tossing into the 
legislative arena to controvert arguments 
that the congressmen must be appeased by an 
exemption of their office. : 

Four Against Direct Primary. 

The four members of the Illinois delegation 
who are opposed to the direct plurality pri- 
mary bill are Joseph G. Cannon, William B. 
McKinley, Howard N. Snapp, and Charles E. 
Fuller. 

Senator Curtis and Mr. Small arrived in 
Washington in the morning and went di- 
rectly to the capitol, where they went into 
conference with Speaker Cannon. After they 
they had a talk with Congressman McKinley 
and then. caught the first train for home. 
The understanding is that they will go direct- 
ly to Springfield after reaching Chicago and 
try to arrange with the governor for a senate 
caucus. 

Whether Cannon gave Curtis and Small 
permission to waive the exemption of con- 
gressional nominations, is not known. He 
would not admit that he had discussed the 
primary lew with his twocaliers. : 

According to every one around the speak- 
er's office, Curtis and Small just dropped in 
to pay the speaker a social call.“ 


Only a “Morning Call.” 

They had come up from Kankakee to Chi. 
cago, and, finding themselves so near Wash- 
ington, had just run over for the morning. 
That was all there was to it, and any one 
who suspected they came to talk politics 
with Uncle Joe must have an extremely 
mean disposition.

The president entertains highly 
interesting opinions of the so-called Repub- 
licans who spend most of their time oppos- 
ing Republican measures: However, he be- 
lHeves his bills will get through the senate in 
good shape. He has had promises of sup- 
port from Senator Aldrich and most of the 
influential senatorial leaders. 

The situation in the house at one time 
promised to give more trouble to the presi- 
dent than the situation in the senate, Hap- 
pily, in the view of Mr. Taft, the rough places 
have been smoothed out in the lower house 
to a large degree. 

The president is more pleased with the out- 
Jook there today than he has been at any 
time for the last month. Ip fact, he is op- 
timistic. He believes the insurgent movement 
will not menace his legislation and that his 
only present doncern is the anti-Cannon cru- 
sade. 


Plans to Defeat Insurgents. 

The president has a simple plan for deal- 
ing with balky Republicans. As soon as his 
railroad bill or his postal savings bank bill 
passes the senate he will have his Ohio Re- 
publicans in the house demand a caucus to 
pass on these bills. In this way the admin- 
istration will separate the iseue of Cannonism 
and the Taft bills, Republicans will not be 
able to bushwhack the administration meas- 
ures under a guise of fighting Cannon. 

The president believes that sooner or later 
the insurgents themselves will be glad to 
write in large letters the fact that they are 
not opposed to the Taft bills. Before the 
fight is ended he expects to have made a 
clear distinction between loyal Republicans 
and so-called Republicans who have no prop- 
er place in the party. The president has 
keen appreciation of the’ difference between 
the public men on whom is the responsibility 
of affirmative action in the way of obtaining 
beneficial legislation and the man who simply 
decries loudly against monopolies and cor- 
‘ruption. He hores the country will realize 
that he is struggling to accomplish some- 
thing definite for the public good. 

Having formulated the program outlined 
in the foregoing the president is working in- 
dustriously to put it into effect, and he ap- 
pears confident and cheerful to the point of 


happiness. |

Keep Watch on Employes. 

Incidentally secret service men connected 
with the department of justice force of spe- 
clal agents have been keeping a close eye 
for a long time not only upon officers and 
directors of the National Packing y 
but upon those employés who, it is believed, 
ean furnish important evidénce.

Workers Confid:nt Liquor Question 
Wil Be Voted On Next Sp. ing. 


Workers of the W. C. T. U., fifty strong, 


‘yesterday. added approximately 1,300 names 


to the petition asking that local option be 
voted upon at the spring election. This ag- 
gressive campaign was the result of sugges- 
tions adopted at a meeting Friday night in 
Willard hall. 

These names. together with those already 
obi ained by the Anti-Saioon league, runs the 
total up to abdut 82,000. The petition re- 
quires 61,000 names, and the workers are 
confident of obtaining that number before the 
time Umit, which is Feb. 8. 

Men and women who possessed written per- 
mission from Chief Steward to solicit sig- 
natures on the loop elevated station plat- 
forms were ed to leave by the police in 
some instances. These workers said no rea- 
sons were given by. the police except that it 
Was against orders. Possibly there was a 
misunderstanding as to what the permit al- 
lowed. 

The permission was obtained on Thursday. 
The workers said it permitted them to use 
the elevated stations on the loop and circulate 
their petitions fh the streets and on corners 
outside the loop. The only places barred 
were the streets and corners within the loop. 


Saloonkeeper Signs Petition. 
One woman at Madison and Fifth ave- 


nue station of the loop, before she was driven 
off by the police, approached a portly man 


and asked him to sign her petition. 


With all the deliberation of a chief justice 


ot the Supreme court of the United States 


he unbuttoned his coat, took hie glasses from 
bis pocket, perched them on his nose, and 
slowly read the appeal on the paper. Then 
he turned to the worker and Bald: 

Lady, i can’t sign this paper.“ 

Why not?” he was asked. 

“TI am a saloonkeeper.’’ 

“That makes no difference,“ replied the 
woman. “If you are a saloonkeeper you 
should be a registered voter, and any regis- 
tered voter may sign the paper. Won't you 
please sign?” 

„Well, I don’t know. If I sign it I may be 
putting myself out of business. However, 
on second thought I will sign it, as I don’t 
think you have a chance to get the petition 
before the public at the election.“ 

The woman cordially thanked him for put- 
ting his name to the paper. 


Little Argument Is Required. 

Little argument was needed to make most 
of the men approached add their names to 
the growing list. 

One young man from the McCormick 
school, working at the Adams street station 
on the loop, accosted a man spare of stat- 
ure, who said:

Many amusing incidents were reported by 
both men and women in their travels about 
the city.

Jubilee college, Peoria, deserted by faculty 


and students, is anything but jubilant to-

Interlaken college, adjoining the farm of 
Belle Gunness of ghastly memory at Laporte, 
Ind., on the other hand, is the scene of revelry 
and rejoicing. 

And thereby hangs the tale of the hegira 
of Jubilee college, the migration of a school 
the kidnaping ot one religious institution 
by another. Compared with this peculiar 
phenomenon, the purchase of the fifty acre 
Gunness farm by the president of the cap- 
turing college for use by a manufacturing 
company assumes secondary importance. 

The startling story of how one of the 
professors in a school sold and delivered his 
school to another institution some hundreds 
of miles distant was told when the party of 
forty-three boys and one professor passed 
through Chicago yesterday on their pilgrim- 
age to fresh fields, pastures new, and, for the 
professor, a higher salary. 


Chicago Parents Meet Train. 

Among. the Chicago parents who met their 
sons at the train were L. H. Fisher, 5817 Cal- 
umet avenue, Mrs. E. D. Parish, 2160 Sunny- 
side avenue, Clarence K. Chamberiain, 125 
La Salle street, and William Bokman, 0012 
Exchange avenue. 

*‘Certainly we were willing that our son 
should leave Jubilee college with Prof. Rior- 
dan,” Mrs. Fisher said last night. Prof, 
Riordan is as fine a man as any one would 
want to meet, and we just felt that wherever 
he was would be a good school. I saw him 
and the boy today and I am well satisfied with 
what has happened.“ 

The departure of the party was highly 
dramatic. In the college dalle were the 
heads of the school, Bishop Edward Fawcett, 
the Rev. H. A. Percival, and Attorneys 
Maple, Roggess, and Osborne, deliberating 
until long after midnight on Friday on how 
they should prevent the proposed kidnap- 
ing. 

While this discussion was going on the 
school was in attendance on a Peoria theater, 
following which, accompanied by the parents 
of ten of the boys, they took a night train 
for Chicago. 


Buys the Gunness Property. 

It was at first reported that President A- 
ward A. Rumely of Interlaken college had 
purchased the Gunness property to take care 
of his rapidly growing school. He said last 
night, however, that he had bought the 
farm in another capacity, that of secretary 
and treasurer of a manufacturing company, 
wh'ch would use it as an experimental and 
testing ground for ofl tractor and plowing 
machinery.

He agreed to the proposition 
providing the parents gave consent. This 
is the statement of the professor. 

Bishop Fawcett, real head of the Episcopal 
institution, gave a different version yeterday. 
It was. decided at the conference nothing 
could be done in the matter of kidnaping.”’ 

“It seems that Riordan thinks he had a 
right to sell out the institution, pupils and all, 
to the Interlaken school at La Porte,” the 
bishop said. “I suppose he has gained the 
consent of all of the parents and there is noth- 
ing criminal in his taking them away with 
consents.

„ Riordan wanted a five year contract. to 
run the college. He did not get it. Our agree- 
ment with him was to turn over to him an- 
nually $9,500. What was left was to be his 
salary. All of the pupils are under contract 
to the college. I — he has thése con- 
tracts, 

But the school is bate continued as usual. 
I have already secured a man of prominence 
and ability for the place. We will have no 
trouble in getting the pupils to return when 
their parents learn thé truth about this trans- 
action.“

The diner 
was the last car to enter the water, and did 
not sink at once, but settled slowly, while 


the passengers climbed upon the tables te 1

With several passengers standing in water | 
up to their chins, the situation was dese — 
perate. Conductor Reynolds made a dive te 
reach a window, broke the glass, and suce 
ceeded in rising to the surface of the river 
outside the car. 


Conductor Saves Eight Persons. 

He reached the surface where a hole in the 
ice enabled him to gain a solid hold by resting 
one arm on the roof of the car and the ot 
on the lee. Gaining the roof of the car, hi 
broke a fan light with his fist and 
little Alfonso Rousel of Sault Ste Marie, 
After the little boy came D. M. Brodie nee 
Sudbury, who was small enough to pass 
through the fan light. Six more passengers — 
who were too big to be rescued in this man- 
ner were taken out through a hole broken in 
the roof of the car. 

It is said that Mrs. C. Houde, aunt of the 
Uttle boy who was rescued, was almost saved, 
with the others, but slipped back into the 
water and was drowned. 

Robert Burroughs of Montreal gave the 
following graphic account of the wreck: | 

“My first intimation of anything wrong 
was the pounding on the tracks of the Pull- 


man trucks. When the Pullman went down - 


the embankment I was thrown into @ core ~ 
ner, stunned, and covered withdébrig, =

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GRAFT TRR BILLS ARE NRAR 


Grand Jury Said to Have Pre- 
pared Sewer Indictments. 


TWO MEN AS THE TARGETS. 


Shale Rock, Coal, and Gambling Evi- 
dence Also to Be Heard. 


Indictments in connection with the Law- 
rence avenue sewer contract, which was in- 
vestigated by the grand jury and State's At- 
torney Wayman during the last week, prob- 
obly will de returned within the next few 
days, according to one of the assistant state’s 
attorneys who has been in close touch with 
‘the inquisiterial body since it cohvened. 

While there is declared to be a mass of in- 
criminating evidence against several con- 
tractors and city hall employés, it is said that 
only two men will be made thé subfJect of true 
bills. The identity of those whose fate is 
being considered by the grand jury is known 
only to the state’s attorney's office and the 
inquisitorial body itself. : 

During the coming week evidence in the 
“shale rock,“ Cummings foundry, coal con- 
tracts, and gambling is to be presented to the 
grand jury by Mr. Wayman and his aids. 
Unless new evidence turns up within the 
next few days it is believed there will be no 
other indictments in the so-called graft cases. 


Seek Evidence of Graft. 
For months the state's attorney and his 


departments of the city for substantial evi- 
dence on the graft charges. Proof of negli- 
gence and carelessness has been found, it is 
said, but little evidence of criminality in con- 
nection with the conduct of the city’s busi- 
ness has been obtained. 

Especial attention has been given to the 
charges connected with the city fuel con- 
tracts. Additional evidence against James P. 
Connery and M. H. Rogers—the dealers al- 
ready under indictmcnt—has been discoy- 
ered. it is said, but proof that other coal deal- 
ers have defrauded the city is declared to be 
lacking. 

Investigators for Mr. Wayman’s office also 
have gone into the shale rock and Cum- 
mings foundry charges. In both of these 
cases, it is declared, city officigis have ex- 
hibited carelessness and negligence, wut evi- 
dence which the prosecutor considers neces- 
sary to convict has not been found. The 
state’s attorney,.however, is working on the 
investigation in the hope that new and more 
conclusive evidence may be found. 


Jury Reconvenes Tomorrow. 

The grand jury adjourned shortly after 
nooh to convene again tomorrow morning. 
No graft evidence was brought before the 
body, although a number of witnesses in the 
Lawrence avenue sewer deal were ques- 
tioned infofmally by Mr. Wayman and his 
assistants, Victor Arnold and Thomas Mar- 
shall. 

„We will go right ahead with our investi- 
gation next week,“ said Mr. Wayman, 
“and there is no telling what the grand jury 
may do. Noneof the graft charges are being 
slighted in the least and every particle of 
evidence that has been collected, whether 
‘by. us or some one else, is to be laid before 
the grand,jury for its consideration.” 

Former City Clerk John R. McCabe called 
on Assistant States Attorney Arnold during 
the morning and the report spread that he 
had been summoned to give certain informa- 

ion regarding city hall affairs. It was 
earned later, however, that Mr. McCabe 
had ‘called in reference to a pandering case 
which be was anxious to have taken before 
the grand jury. 

States Attorney. Wayman and Assistants 
Arnold and Marshall held a lengthy confer- 
ence during the morning and the indications 
are that they discussed the grand jury graft 
program for the coming week. The:grand 
jury considered a number of docket cases 
before it adjourned and returned several 
minor indictments.

Thereupon Mrs. Jacober executed a 
hasty toilet from a petticoat and kimono to 
a pretty silk waist and skirt. The incident 
was illuminating, because it showed Mrs. 
Jacober in some of her various phases, tran- 
sitory and permanent. It showed what one 
might progress to in spite of whatever spot 
an icy, uncompromising environment placed 
one in. 

“It is Uke this, you know,“ Mrs. Jacober 
resumed, reciting her life’s history from her. 
bedroom to the reporter, who sat in the par- 
lor. In Germany I couldn't go to school 
much, because my mother was a widow and 
poor. When I was a young girl I came to 
this country and married soon. When my 
fourth baby was still young my husband 
died and I had only a little money. 


Student at Waller School. 

J couldn't bear to be poor and bring my 
children up to the grind and horrors of pov- 
erty. So I began studying nights. My baby 
was too young to leave with the other chil- 
dren during the day. When the baby got 
older I started to the Waller High echool. 
That was three years ago. The regular 
course lasts four years. But I took double 
work. I never had less than six eubjects at 
a time, and in this vay I have shortened my 
stay there. I couldn't afford to loiter along 
the way to knowledge because I have only a 
Httle money. 

I'm afraid even now that I can’t get 
through normal school. But you can see 
how much it means to me and my children 
that I should. I can bring them up to be 
cultivated men and women. There isn’t any 
excuse for poverty—grinding poverty, that is 
At seems to me. It is terribly hard to rise 
above the awful handicaps it lays upon one. 


Moving Toward the Light. 

But if people have the sight with which to 
discern a pathway, and have the hardihood 
to stick to their purposes through thick and 
thin “not to get discouraged by night, not to 
falter through sickness or overloads by day), 
if they have the mentality to see the value 
of the few little gifts they have—for every- 
body has something and nobody is entirely 
destitute, body and soul—then there is a way 
out from under the hoof of grinding poverty. 

T hope that I do not stumble and fall in 
my long way. I have comesofar. I haveso 
far yet to go. And it means so much to me 
and to my race. Think of my children, and 
my children’s children. I feel that on me 
has fallen the burden of lifting them out of 
a cruel| poverty. Did the prophets have a 
greater obligation? If I do my part, who 
knows how far my children will progress 
upward toward the light? 


HEALTH OFFICE DISCREDITS 
RUMORS OF LEPROSY SPREAD. 


Department Issues Statement After a 
Careful Investigation of the Many 
Stories Which Have Been Told. 


ine health department of the city of Chi- 
cago yesterday issued the following state- 
ment: 

“ Wor several weeks the department has re- 
ceived daily inquiries relative to leprosy in 
Chicago. The constant point of these stories 
is that leprosy is being spread by hair goods. 
The most frequent story is that a hairdressing 
establishment is responsible. Other stories 
accuse nearly every State street department 
store. A fair number of the stories accuse 

tlying department stores. 
oe Th — of this story have neglected 
the stores of no part of the city. The stories 
are usually repeated with great circum- 
stance, much detail, and with assertions of 
positive knowledge. Yesterday the president 
of a club, from the rostrum, walloped the 
health department for allowing this mon- 
strous outrage to continue. 

“The health department has run these 
stories down as actively as possible. A sample 
investigation report has just comein. A lady 
repeated the story creating the impression 
that she knew positively what she was talk- 
ing about. We were told of this as a clew 
which would lead straight to the cases. Our 
inspector called—the woman did not khow, 
but Mrs. Blank did. He went to Mrs. Blank. 
She did not know. but Mrs. Blank did. Sothe 
inspector went back through seven interviews 
and finally traced it to a woman who knew 
nothing excepting what eppeared in the news- 

apers.

Immense damage is reported from the sub- 
urban towns along the Seine, like Charentoa, 
Billancourt, Ar@enteuil, Asnieres, Sevres, 
and Meudon. 


Water 14 Feet Above Normal.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—Unionist gains con- 
tinue in the British general parlamentary 
election which is to decide the fate of the 
budget and the privileges of the peers and 
the issue of free trade versustariff reform. 

Reports were received today from seventy 
seats of the next house of commons, but of 
these eixty-three were voted yesterday. The 
results showed the ¢lection of: Unionists, 34; 
Liberals, 26; Laborite, 1; Nationalists, 9. 
The Unionists gained nineteen seats and the 
Liberals four. ee . 

Balloting went on in twenty-four districts 
today, but late tonight the returns from only 
seven of these had been received. The other 
seventeen probably will not report until Mon- 
day. The day was about the brightest the 
Unionists have experienced since the elec- 
tions began last Saturday. The most san- 
guine among them hardly predicted the cap- 
ture from the enemy of nineteen seats, while 
the Liberals found small satisfaction in two 
gains from yesterday's belated returns and 
two from among the seven seats announced 
tonight. 

Unionists Are Jubilant. 


The week ends with the Unionists jubilant 
and confident. The Liberals cannot possibly 
control enough of the remaining elections to 
give them an independent majority in the 
heuse, however small. The day’s results 
follow the trend begun on Thursday. The 
counties continue to come forth for the Un- 
ichists, who are reversing the Liberal major- 
ities in many places and achieving substan- 
tial gains in all the county constituencies ex- 
cept in a few where party quarrels occurred 
or the Liberal candidates commanded great 
personal popularity. 

The Nationalists are assured of the control 
of the house, according to all political proph- 
ets. A report was circulated today that Pre- 
mier Asquith would resign and request the 
king to summon a conservative to organize 
the government, if the Liberals failed to se- 
cure a majority of their own party, so that 
they could conduct legislative business with- 
out the help of their Irish allies. Politicians, 
however, do not credit this report, and none 
of Mr. Asquith’s utterances furnishes any 
foundation for it. 

Forecast of Outcome, 

If the proportion of Unionist gains recorded 
thus far contihues in the remaining districts 
the number of Unionist members will be 283. 
The Liberals, borites, and Nationalists 
will be in all 887. Of these not more than 260 
will be Liberals 

Premier Asquith must, therefore, depend 
upon his Irish and Labor allies for his major- 
ity. It searcely need be explained that this 
combination is weak and unstable. A con- 
siderable number of Liberal candidates have 
been telling their constituents in this cam- 
paign that they will refuse to support home 
rule, despite Mr. Asquith’s quasi-pledge to 
the Nationalists. 

Moreover, nearly all the Irish members are 
opposed to free trade, and are strongly pro- 
tectionist in their sympathies. : 

The Labor members deeply resent the impu- 
tation that they are allies of the Liberals. 
Although they will vote with the government 
on most questions, they are not unanimous 
supporters of free trade. They favor the 
land tax and socialistic features of the 
budget, which the Irish members detest. 


Cohesion Elem¢gnts Lacking. 

It is clear the essential elements of cohesion 
which were present in Gladstone’s last par- 
Uament in 1893 will be absent in the new 
house, It already is hinted that certain 
Unionists are ready: to make a bargain with 
the Irish members for granting practically as 
large a measure of home rule as the men of 
Asquith's moderate type are willing to con- 
cede 


Parliaments of small majorities often have | 


had a long life in England, but one of the 
present description, where the cabinet itseif 
will be. torn by serious dissensions, is new 
in thie country and scarcely can be enduring. 

A significant feature of the election thus 
far has been the decisive falling off in the 
Labor and Socialist vote. The Labor party 
already has lost five of its fifty-five seats 
and its popular vote has declined to 389,000, 
compared with 412,000 in 1606. The Social- 
ists, who had only a few scattering candi- 
dates, polled only 19,000, against 28,000 in 
1906. : 


Figures on Popular Vote. 

The popular vote of the united kingdom 
thus far has been: Unionist,2,247,000; Liberal, 
1,901,000; Nationalist, 61,000. The con- 
stituencies four years ago voted: Unionist, 
1.805.000; Liberal, 1,879,000; Nationalist, 


18.000. 

The Nationalist ha ve no ficance, 
because in 1906 sixty Nationalists were re- 
turned unopposed. In 1910 fifty-six were un- 


opposed. 

Henry Chaplin, who was regarded as the 
archpriest of tariff reform before Chamber- 
lain took the field, was reélected for the Wim- 
bledon division of Surrey by over 5,200 ma- 
jority. This ts not so great as his previous 
majority, but Chaplin’s opponent in 1907 was 
a women suffragist who was unable to poll

The tariff reformers also made a substan- 
tial tnmroad upon the heretofore solid free 
trade ranks of Yorkshire. Three Yorkshire 
seats have been placed to the credit of the 
Unionists today, two of which formerly were 
held by the Liberals.

Study Decides Knox.

For the purpose of taking the Manchurian 
lines out of politics and of placing them un- 
der economic and impartial administration, 
and thus removing a disturbing factor in in- 
ternational relations, Secretary Knox pro- 
posed the intervention of the four great cap- 
italist nations, the United States, Great 
Britain, France, and Germany, and their co- 
operation with Russia and Japan. 


Knox Advocates Syndicate. 


Mr. Knox advocated the organization of an 
international financial syndicate. which, 
while vesting the ownership of the railwaye 
in China herself, could reimburse Russia 
and Japan for their outlays and enable them 
to shift their present onerous responsibilities 
10 connection with the lines now in opera- 
tion or to be constructed onto the shoulders 
of the combined powers. ö 

It is a proposal, with tremendous possibili- 
ties for good, since, if adopted. it would assure 
the commercial neutralization of all Man- 
churia and give actuality to what have been 
mere diplomatic formulas... The amount of 
money required would be between $250,000,000 
and . $300,000,000, and in finaneijal, circles 
abroad doubt has been raised as to Whether 
this huge sum could be gathered. 

But such doubt does not exist-in the United 
States, where the organization of a billion 
dollar corporation no longer is an occasion of 
surprise. It also is cbjected abroad that the 
effect of the Knox proposal will be to bring 
about a complete reform of the administra- 
tion of Manchuria. Such a consummation ig 
devoutly to be wished.

VISIT TO THE BACK WOODS |. 


County of Suceava One from 
Which There Is Considera- 
ble Emigration.

FALTICENI, Roumania., Oct. 21.—From | 


Bucharest to Falticeni is 270 miles and ; 


journey by the Bucharest-Berlin exprass | 
train takes seven hours to Dolhasca, where 


we leave the main line and cut across to the 
west for about twenty miles to this, the coun- 
ty seat of Suceava county. Throughout the 
journey we have been either in a plain or 
valley, all under intense cultivation, with 
evidence everywhere of a thick but not dense 
population. | 

AS compared with some European coun- 
tries, Roumania is not densely populated, 
varying from eleven to sixty-four inhabitants 
a square mile in the two extreme counties or 
thirty-one for the entire kingdom. This is 
about the density of population in Louisiana. 
The only countries of Europe having a less 
dense population are Bulgaria, Spain, Russia, 
Sweden, and Norway. 

The most densely populated eountry in Eu- 
rope is Belgium, with 151 inhabitants a square 
mile, followed by Holland with 106, England: 
with 87, Germany with 60.6, Italy with 66,4, 
Austria with 56.5, and Hungary with 38.5. 
These figures may not seem especially inter-. 
esting, but they are related to the general 
question of Roumanian emigration, which, as 
I have already told you, is practically ex- 
clhusively Jewish, and I am here tonight in a 
backwoods county, if such a thing may de 
said to exist in Roumania, which con- 
tains over 10,000 Jews, standing ninth in the 
list of Roumanian counties in this respect. 

The total population of the county numbers 
145,000, and it is one of the thinly populated 
counties of the kingdom, only six others out 
of thirty-two having so few inhabitants to 
the square mile. 


Circling the End of Hungary. 

Five miles beyond here is Bucovina, an 
Austrian province, and by this you will know 
that im today’s journey I have in a way cir- 
cled the eastern end of Hungary. From 
Bucharest, the way is straight north to 
Ploesti, a junction of the two main lines, one 
leading to Budapest via Brass6, the other to 
Berlin up through Moldavia, Bucovina, and 
eastern Austria. For the whole way through 
the northern arm of the two provinces which 
make up Roumania inclosing Transylvania, 
we are on the eastern side of the foothills 
of the Carpathian mountains, which are al- 
ways in sight. 

From Ploesti to Focsani we are in a seem- 
ingly interminable plain, beautiful in its vast- 
ness and the intensity of its cultivation. This 
plain is terminated’ on the east by the Dan- 
ube, which forms the western boundary of 
that semi-Turkish province of Roumania, 
Dobrodja, which you will remember was ob- 
tained dy the Roumanians in 1877 for Bess- 
arabia. Beyond Ploesti the foothills are cov- 
ered with vineyards, all of recent origin, and 
of American plants, which alone stand the 
ravages of phylloxera. The foothills are 
pretty now, their lower slopes covered with 
young green wheat and broad cornfields, and, 
higher up, the forests, glorious with the colors 
of autumn. 

At Focsani we have left the Danubian 
plain and for the remainder of the journey 
north to Dolhasca are in the valley of the 
Siretu, with hills on both sides, many of 
which are covered with vast vineyards in 
apparently beautiful condition. 

Wine Awaiting Shipment. 

Around some of the stations are hundreds 
of casks of wine awaiting shipment to the 
capital. Not only does the landscape change 
at Focsani, but when we cross the Milcovu 
river near here we have left the ancient 
principality of Wallachia and enter that of 
Moldavia. We still follow the Carpathian 
foothills in a valley of a fairly uniform width 
of five miles. It looks much like the valley 
of ‘the Maros in the Transsylvanian Car- 
pathians. We cross a river with high, steep, 
clay walls and, for a little while, are in a 
country looking much like that between 
Colorado Springs and Denver. Even cactus 
abounds. Then the country becomes green 
again, as before, and the valley now ap- 
parently is given up entirely to the cultiva- 
tion of beets for sugar. At every stationare 
not only carloads but piles of them, twenty- 
feet in height, fifty in breadth and sometimes 
a quarter of a mile in length. Everywhere 
peasants are unloading beets from tiny wag- 
ons drawn by poor oxen or equally poor 
horses, with primitive, homemade harness, 
Scarcely a house is to beseen in the valley, 
but back on the foothills are villages. 

Now and then the valley narrows, the regu- 
lar line of the foothills creeps into the valley, 
which becomes broken and irregular and 
good looking corn land gives way to a graz- 
ing country. As we go north, the costumes 
of the peasants change. In fact, there are 
peculiarities for every county and for nearly 
every valley, and the change in physical 
type from that of the darker man of the 
plain, who shows more admixture of Roman 
blood, to the taller, fairer man of the hills, 
representing the poorer, ancient Slavic 
strain, is marked. 

Again the valley opens and we are in a 
great vineyard country, with tall lookouts, 
from which the keepers may look across the 
fields, and rude, primitive looking, temporary 
earth shelters, not unlike Navajo hogans. 

Large City in Beautiful Plain. 

At Roman, the county seat of a thickly set- 
tled county of the same name, we see a large 
city, spread out in a beautiful plain, with 
interesting looking spires of old churches 
and the lofty smokestack of a great sugar 
factory. Here we cro#s the Moldavia river, 
which just below Roman empties into the 
Siretu. Beyond Ramon the valley widens 
to ten miles, and is extremely beautiful, 
but not so fine as the Maros in its fertility 
or evidences of prosperity. But the corn- 
fields are of wide extent, contrasting beauti- 
fully with great stretches of green young 
wheat. J 

Again the valley contracts and we ina 
sugar beet country, followed by a Way fleld 
with perhaps 200 haystacks. The land looks 
none too rich, but! the valley is pretty, with 
its rounded hills covered with Autumn foli- 
age. Nowhere is a fence ip’ sight, except 
round the houses of the pessants in the vil- 
lages, and here it is a wonderful structure 
of beautifully plaited willow, high and cov- 
ered with a roof. Coyintiess thousands of 
crows are seen in the valley. They have 
left the hills and the mountains and are 
following the valley toward the south. 

At 8 o'clock we Aeave the main line, with 
its big express train, and take a little local 
train of mixed/complexion, entering a tiny 
carriage of ancient form, but heated. And 
the warmth Js soothing, for, as we have grad- 
ually apprfached the mountains, it has 
grown coder and the rain feels like snow 
We tury, sharply toward the west and for 
more Ahan twenty miles climb up through 

, Smooth, lovely valley with gorgeously 

ed heights, along a little river bordered 
With willow and cottonwood and a water- 
wheel here and there. It is a pretty valiey, 
all green, with blue walled houses and brown, 
smoke stained thatched roofs, as pretty ag 
anything one may see in the Berkshires.

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the principle that, with a tiny fire, you may 
heat an enormous space of adobe wall which, 
in turn, heats the room.

Hotel Register a Blackboard. 


In the hallway of the hotel is a blackboard. 
squared off to represent the rooms. And 
here one chalks up one’s name. You enter the 
dining room, in one corner, through the peas- 
ants’ dining room, with benches and tables. 
The dinner was not at all bad, with vegetable 
soup, a characteristic Roumanian dish of 
mixed boiled vegetables, something they call 
beefsteak, really excellent grapes, and Turk- 
ish coffee. One apparently is always given 
the choice In Roumania of ordinary, thin 
black German or extraordinary, thick Turk- 
ish coffee. And, having tested the two, one 
is never at a boss for a choice the second time 

The dining room is clean, with passably 
clean linen, and the service is all that.one 
could expect. There are flowers and curtains 
at the windows and on the walls, lithographs 
and advertisements, the two most striking 
being those of a state lottery and the Holland- 
America Steamship company. This latter 
advertisement interested me much. To dis- 
play it in Hungary would be a crime. The 
fact that it ie displayed here is suggestive. 

It means that there are possible passengers 
in this town. And these passengers could 
only be emigrants bound for America. 1 
have come up here to find out whothese emi- 
grants are. I have been told by the obliging 
officials in the office of the ministry of the 
interior in Bucharest that Roumanian emi- 
gration is not Roumanian but Jewish. And 
what I want to find out is why the Roumanian 
does not go to America and why the Jew 
does. These same Roumanian officials, by 
the way, have been most considerate. not 
only writing to officials in advance but send-

Maximum Rates Inevitable. 

Nothing now remains for Germany to do 
under its laws but allow its maximum rates 
against American imports to go automatical- 
ly into effect on Feb. 8. If In the remote 
contingency that a satisfactory assurance 
should in the meantime arrive from Wash- 
ington that our own maximum tariff will 
not be enforced against Germany on April 1. 
this government probably would ask the 
reichstag to allow Feb. 8 to pass without 
turning on the fighting tariff. 

The kaiser’s government, however, has 
quit reckoning on an American surrender and 
unless the wholly unexpected happens hostil- 
ities will open punctually after midnight on 
Feb. 7. 

America's stubborn insistence as to the 
repeal of Germany's meat exclusion lawe 
has taken the Berlin government thoroughly 
by surprise. It was not pelleved here that 
Uncle Sam would espouse the cause of the 
packing trust at the expense of a tariff war 
with Germany and at the risk of making the 
already unpopular Aldrich law sti more 
an eyesore with the American people. 


Count on Effect on U. 8. 

After America has had a few weeks’ taste 
of Germany's retallatory tariff, hopes are 
cherished here that the local American fac- 
tors mentioned eventually will force Taft and 
Knox to yield and conclude peace with Ger- 
many on the basis of the withdrawal of the 
demand for the repeal of the meat laws. 

Diginterested observers consider this atti- 
tude upon the part of our German friends as 
an astute diplomatic bluff. They are com- 
pelled to make it by the Agrarian party, 
which rules in Prussia and Germany. This 
faction, which represents exactly 28 per cent 
of the population of the fatherland, as against 
72 per cent engaged or dependent upon indus- 
trial pursuits, has not the slightest com- 
punction about plunging Germany into the 
unknown abysses of a tariff war with Amer- 
ica. : : 

The foolhardiness of risking such a strug- 
gle for the sake of keeping six or eight mil 
lion dollars’ worth of American’ packing 
products out of the German market is real- 
ized, but the government is tied hand and 
foot to the agrarian chariot. It cannot se- 
cure a single gun or a battleship without 
the sanction of the agrarian autocracy, con- 
sequently it has no alternative but to play 
the land barons’ game to the bitter end. 

France Causes Anxiety. 

The tariff relations with France are caus- 
ing the German government anxiety second 
only to that it feels over the American sit- 
uation. The new French tariff deals a de- 
structive blow at millions of marks’ worth 
of German exports, especially toys, chemi- 
cals, pianos, and metal ware. 

German representations at Paris have so 
far been without effect and the fiscal hos- 
tilities with the United States are altogether 
likely to coincide with bitter trouble with 
the ancient rival across the Rhine.

THE PROSECUTION OF THE 
PACKERS. 

The prosecution of the packers should 
be pushed this time to a definite con- 
clusion. 

For years the belief has grown among 
the people that the law is evaded or 
broken in this important industry, and 
that a conspiracy or unlawful combina- 
tion exists through which the price of 
meat is raised above the legitimate level 
fixed by a free operation of the law of 
supply and demand. 

The abortive attempt during the last 
administration—emphasized in the popu- 
lar mind by the “immunity bath” episode 
and the unique reproof of a federal judge 
by the president—only intensified feeling 
by what seemed to be a flagrant instance 
of thwarted justice and triumphant wrong- 
doing. In the meantime the question of 
high prices has broddened to include not 
only meat but virtually all commodities 
of common use, and the demand for relief 
has become imperative. The existence of 
artificial interference with prices, of un- 
lawful agreements in restraint of trade, 
and effective monopolies is now, more 
than ever, of poignant concern to the 
people. 

It is important, therefore, that the ex- 
istence of a “ beef trust” be conclusively 
proved or disproved. It is important that 
the trust or combination, if any, be. 
vigorously attacked, and if possible de- 
stroyed beyond hope or fear of its re- 
crudescence, at least in our time. To that 
end the prosecution of the men charged 
with complicity should be pushed without 
fear or favor. Many of these men stcnd 
high in the business world and in the 
social life of the community. It is the 
more urgent that they be cleared of the 
prevailing suspicion against them, or be 
punished as such men should be punished 
if they willfully break the laws of their 
country. 

The prosecution should have the special 
attention of the department of justice. 
This implies no criticism of either the skill 
or zeal of the district attorney, But the 
very best talent at the command of the 
government should enter into this case,

Edmond d' Alton was by virtue of a decree of Louis 
XVIII. reeognized as the heir to his grandfather's 
peerage and seat in the upper house, as well as to his 
title of count, and on the old gentleman’s death 
adopted, with the royal sanction, the style and title 
of Count Edmond MAiton Shee. He was one of the 
most brilliant men of the reign of King Louis Philippe, 
an intimate friend of the latter's sons, particularly of 
the duke of Orleans, and a boofi companion of De 
Morny. 
tongue, and his speeches in the upper chamber alter- 
nated with remarkable articles over his signature in 
the press. 

— * 

Something happened towards the close of the reign 
of Louis Philippe. Perhaps it was the tragic death of 
his friend the duke of Orleans. At any rate, D’Alton 
Shee, who until then had been an enthusiastic Royalist 
and a champion of the divine right of kings, suddenly, 
to the amazement of the chamber of peers, delivered 
himself in that august assembly of a profession of 
ideas that were altogether revolutionary. He declared 
that he was no longer Catholic nor Christian, 
nounced the great Prince Metternich as an old man 
as cruel as he is corrupt and the reigning duke of 
Modena as “an abbreviated Nero,” Queen Maria della 
Gloria of Portugal as a “perjurer,” and the late Em- 
peror Ferdinand of Austria as “a man so imbecile that 
if the crown had not devolved upon him, he would not 
have been accorded the rights of citizenship.” 

It can readily be imagined the horror which utter- 
ances such as these excited in France’s house of lords, 
all the more as this apostasy was entirely unexpected, 
and made without the slightest warning. The ruler 
who seemed more especially to extite his indignation 
Was the duke of Modena, of whose tyranny people 
nowadays can form no conception: for, leaving aside 
the penalties which he invented for the persecution 
of his unforturgite subjects, he made a practice of 
causing his police officials to shave off the whiskers‘ 
and mustache of any foreign traveler whose passport 
did not happen to be in apple-ple order. 

~~ 


In the revolution of 1848 Count d' Alton Shee took 
his place on the barricades, and, named colonel of one 
of the regiments of the national guard, he attached 
himself to Ledru- Rollin, attgcking the republican 
government as much too conservative, and demanding 
a republic which was thoroughly democratic and so- 
clalistic. Of course he opposed Louis Napoleon in 1861 
and was slated for arrest and deportation to the penal 
colonies by SMersigny and Gen. St. Arnaud as a most 
dangerous adversary of the new régime, but was saved 
by his old friend and crony, the duc de Morny, who 
successfully intervened in his behalf, and prevented 


‘him from being in any way molested. Sentiments of 


gratitude towards Morny led him to abstain from any 
political activity until 1869, when at the general elec- 
tion he contested one of the metropolitan districts on 


the Socialist ticket against Thiers, receiving a large 


vote. 

After the war of 1870 he founded a paper, entitled 
The Universal Suffrage, and collaborated with Victor 
Hugo on the latter's paper, The Sovereign People. He 
was one of the band of literary men and politicians 
who formed the entourage of Victor Hugo, and died 
in 1874, being buried without Christian rites, for which 
were substituted at the grave side a speech of fare- 
well delivered by his great friend and admirer, Gam- 
betta. 

His sister, who after the death of her admirer, the 
poet Alfred de Musset, whose inspiration she had been 
for the last ten years of his life, became the wife of 
his brother, Paul de Musset, was as brilliant in every 
respect as was D’Alton Shee, though latking ‘his ec- 
centricity. Under the cirtumStances it ts a great pity 
that only seventy odd letters addressed to her by Al- 
fred de Musset should have been published. For her 
replies thereto must assuredly have been quite as 
worthy of preservation and of perusal, and should have 
been included in the volume. ”

We have done this so long that the word religion 
has become synonymous with petty bickering over 
words, dates, and party names and mannerisms. And 
so long as to us this is its meaning, 80 long will it 
cease to have any value or importance to those who 
regard it without fear or prejudice. 

Now, is it not conceivable we might see religion 
as a philosophy not complete in all its parts, yet giv- 
ing a sufficient motive and program for the present? 
May we not believe in goodness, truth, and love, strive 
after the unsélfish life, and seek to do good sven 
though we do not feel fully qualified to frame the 
final word on the nature of Deity? 

What we need is a religion to live by rather than 
one to write books about. We need a religion that 
will work well in the market and among people rather 
than one that can be elaborated with academic satis- 
faction on paper. We need a faith that will compel 
us to godlike deeds even though we mgy remain hazy 
in our detailed designs of the God we worship. 

There must be some few things remaining unknown. 
Only a fool expects ever to get the final word on all 
the mysteries of life. The man whose religion is to 
him a complete system of static, ‘unchanging truth is 
deceiving himself with a dead thing, a handful of dust, 


a matter of pounds and inches, a thing that knows 


nothing of love and the soul or of the ideals that defy 
definition. ; 

If we could only turn for a few hours from our 
childish attempts to describe down to the last iota how 
the finest atom of star dust operates in the universe, if 
we could let our ‘ologies rest in the hands of the 
professional investigators and take a few of the sim- 
ple, elemental facts of life and work them out for our- 
selves, shape up a working creed or plan of living, re-. 
ligion would have new meaning for us all. 

The deeper problems of life will continue to baffie 
us. We will still ask, how can this be a right world 
where so much sorrow is known? But we will learn 
content before some unanswered questions, believing 
that in the mystery of our paths is the call to man- 
hood, that life would not be worth the living if all 
its prizes were set before us like goods on a stall and 
no faith were needed nor any pain or shedding of 
blood lay in the way. 

Just to believe a few great things, those that our 
own hearts speak to us, those that raise their glories 
before our eyes in our best moments, just to follow the 
light we have, to walk in the high way and not be 
into the flelds to fight over maps and roadmakers’ dia- 
grams, this is to find the light enlarging at every step 
and the way to be worth all the weariness.

SUGGEST CHANGES IN RULES 


Ban Johnen Aids Revise Code 


of Playing Regulations. 


OFFER THEM TO COMMITTEE. 


Abolition of Hidden Ball Trigk” 
Urged by American League. 


BY R. W. LARDNER. 

Changes in the baseball playing rules, two 
or three of them radical but most of them only 
elucidating, will be suggested by the Ameri- 
can league members of the rules committee, 
which meets tomorrow at Pittsburg. , 

The proposed alterations are the result of 
hard study on the part of Robert McRoy, the 
league’s secretary, and Joe Flanner, Ban 
Johnson's valuable utility man. They willbe 
offered by the organization's representatives 
to the National league's part of the commit- 
tee, and it is expected most of them will be 
accepted and made part of the record.“ 

Perhaps the most important of the changes 
is the one doing away with the hidden ball 
trick. This was a favorite of big league in- 
fielders seasons ago and even at the present 
time fs worked with success. The objection 
to it is the fact that it delays the game wheth- 
er or not it proves successful, Even if the 
runner is aware of the ball's whereabouts the 
athlete hiding it is loath to give it up, and a 
minute or more is lost every time it is tried. 

Another arteration gives the runner the 
right to make as many bases as he can when 
a thrown ball hits the umpire while the latter 
is on fair ground. The ball remalns iu play. 
according to the suggestion, just as if it had 
hit a base runner. 

Wild Pitches and Passed Balis. 

As the rules now stand wild pitches and 
passed balls are scored as errors only when 
they enable the batsman to reach first base 
The American leaguers. want errors to be 
scored on them also when they allow runners 
to advance. Another proposed change in the 
scoring rules provides that one assist shall be 
credited to each man who Handles the ball in 
a run up,” including the player who makes 
the putout, except when the latter has not 
handled the ball previously.

Many ath- 
letes who practically were unknown jumped 
into athletic prominence by their perform- 
ances in the different events. 


Notre Dame Well Balanced. 


Notre Dame had a weill balanced team of 
athletes entered and in nearly every event 
in which Hoosiers started they managed to 
win points for their alma mater. Coach De- 
laney of the C. A. A. team entered a large 
squad, but in some of the events his athletes 
were unable to wéave their. way through the 
large fleids. 

To the C. A A., represented by Ramey in 
the half mile and Orocombe in the two mile, 
belongs the honor of winning points from 
scratch. Although the latter had a ten yard 
handicap, he elected to run from 
scratch, and he won the event in handy 
fashion. Ramey took the half-mile ina hard 
fight in which he nearly had the event taken 
away because of fouling on next to the last 
turn. As there was no doubt that the Cherry 
Circle flyer would have won anyway, the 
judges decided to let the race stand as run.

When semi-pro ‘magnates of the Chicago 
Baseball league permitted Manager Billy 
Niesen of the Gunthers to withdraw from 
membership in the organization at the an- 
nual meeting on Wednesday night it marked 
A new era in affalrs of the local league, ac- 
cording to one of the club owners present. 
Hereafter’ the wishes of the majority will be 
paramount, and the unanimous consent pro- 
visions in the working agreement will not be 
allowed as an excuse for thwarting the gen- 
eral welfare of the league as a whole. 

The north side manager was dissatisfied 
with conditions and was asked to state his 
grievances, none of which was serious except 
wherein he was unwilling to exchange games 
with all chubs in the organization. That dif- 
ference appeared vital, so Niesen, who was 
willing to withdraw, was advised to do so 
without waiting for the suspension or expul- 
sion which would follow a refusal to play out 
the schedule ordered. 


Milwaukee May Lose Out. 


Milwaukee is said to be in a similar pre- 
dicament. The Cream City club will be grant- 
ed an opportunity to terminete its member- 
ship, since the expertence of one season has 
shown that ite club cannot play in Chicago 
with the additional tran tion expense 
and make money, nor can Chicago clubs 
travel to Milwaukee and do as well as when 
playing at local parks. 

The remaining four clubs, with Rogers 
Park, whose adoption papers will be made 
legal as soon as possible, have agreed to sub- 
ordinate individual privileges to the general 
good. So, while unanimous consent may still 
remain in the working agreement, it le un- 
derstood by all that with the elimination of 


the disturbing factors the campaign shall be

Rogers Park has refused 
an offer from the Gunthers for a series of 
seven games, saying that as a prospective 
member of the league it prefers to play only 
with clubs in the good graces of the other 
members.

AVE you ever heard of denatured ar- 
tistic temperament? It's just artistic 
temperament with the fool taken 
out and is for commercial use only. 

So if you happen to be a musician and 
want to become a business worker instead 
put a safety valve on your emotions and you 
will find a place in the realm of business. 
Denatured artistic temperament is distinctly 
a marketable commodity. 


I have in mind a young pianist who was 
plentifully supplied with “ temperament ”’ 
but had a poor technique. He decided it 
would be best for him to cut out the music 
and get into some business house. But what 
line should he choose? Merely by accident 
he fell in with a manufacturer of mechanica! 
piano players. This manufacturer was in 
need of bright young men to travel over the 
country from Canada to the gulf giving con- 
certs in exposition of the powers of the ma- 
chine. The idea was to engage loca) singers 
and violinists to furnish numbers on the pro- 
grams, accompanied by the manipulator of 


the mechanical piano player.

Future of Gas Producer Engine. 


By IRWIN ELLIS. 


OLLOWING a recent article in the 
Workers Magazine, touching upon the 
gas producer engine, a report of the 
geological survey takes up the figures 
as to growth of the gas producer in the 

last few years. 


There are more than 500 of these gas pro- 
ducer plants in operation in this country, 
and, oddly enough, 88 per cent of them are 


operated by anthracite fuel. This fact, how-- 


ever, is explained in the bulletin by the fact 
that the first of these gas engines operated 
from a producer used gas from anthracite, 
from coke, or from charcoal. It is since the 
world’s fair at St. Louis that experiments 
conducted there and at Norfolk, Va., by the 
survey have dem ted that gas derived 
from virtually anything, that will burn is 
sufficient for the operation of the gas engine 
in connection with its producer plant.

How to Write 
and Sell a Story. 


By HELEN AYRE. 


HERE is salesmanship in writing as 
well as in other lines of trade. Talent 
is born, not made, but the salesman- 
ship of writing can be acquired by 
hard study. 

Before setting out to write a story or a 
ewe article take time to study the nature 
of the magazine to which it is to be submit- 
ted. If it is a popular magazine take some 
live and popular subject. If it is a serious 
review let your subject be an editorial or 
have an essaylike note. It is foolish to send 
sensational stories to a home magazine. 

A story should be worked out carefully be- 
fore it is written. However simple, it must 
have some structure, and this must be built 

up with care. The revising requires plenty 
of time. The author should examine every 
sentence, seeing that it says what she means. 
Such important principles as emphasis, 
unity, and coherence do much to help or mar 
the structure. It must be composed in 
style, which means aeg and vital English. 


Careful Revision Necessary. 

No article should be sent out until carefully 

edited, which means careful spelling and cor- 

rect punctuation. If much editing is done 
the article should be copied without hesita- 
tion. Editors are too busy to worry ut 
poor copy, ahd many a good story is be- 
cause it is not carefully revised. 

The title should appear in the first line, 
with the author's name and address in 
feft hand corner. It is well to estimate 
length, as this saves that much time for the 
editor. He can tell if he can use the story 
at all and in what way. It is unnecessary 
to ask if the Stent ake Clea 
Large publishing houses expect en 
copy because it is read more easily all the 

way through. In sending a story use a large 
envelope, because the paper can be folded 
more easily. Be sure leks put enough postage 
in the envelope as well as on the outside. It 
is unfair to expect a publishing house to pay 
the postage on every article returned in a 


year. 
There are exceptional cases when a short 


letter may accompany a story. It places an 


author in a bad light with an editor to ex- 
plain that you are anxious to sell your stories, 
that you are a beginner and do not know how 
to find your way into print. Few editors buy 
articles out of sympathy, but because they 
are on the lookout for good material. 

If the editor returns a story with sugges-. 
tions, thank him for them. Acting on bie ad- 
vice, you may land the story elsewhere. —

Bleaching Clothes by Freezing 
Easy Process for the Amateur. 


By BETTY REYNOLDS. 


While the cold snap is undoubtedly a calam- 
ity to many, there is one class of people to 
whom it is valuable if they know how to 
utilise it, that is, the women who are em- 
ployed and who live in hotels or diminutive 
apartments and who enjoy the luxury and 
economy of an electric fron. 

Every woman has fine lingerie, sheer 
handkerchiefs. dainty jabots, and stocks 
which she is afraid to trust to the most care- 
ful laundry, for even there destruction and 
high prices walk hand in hand. Rare in- 
deed is the employed women who does not 
do almost nightly a small washing,” and 
especially true is this since that boon to 
women, the unstarched crépe waist, came 
into vogue, combining art and economy. 

The great drawback to this amateur laun- 
dry work is the final turning of the garments 
to a fine yellow, which is most attractive in 
Jaces, giving them an appearance of age that 
ie most desirable in real laces, but which is 
fulnous to linens and lawns, from a lack of 
scalding. It is not necessary, as old time 
housewives would declare, to boil clothes to 
bleach them. Letting clothes stand a few 
minutes in scalding hot water is all that is 
requited to bring them to the desired white- 
fess, and it is this process of applied extreme 
heat that shows most forcibly where ex- 
tremes meet, and that the cold weather may 
be utilised to advantage by the amateur 
laundress, for freezing has the same effect 
on laundry work as scalding.

85 i washed and carefully rinsed free of all 
soap, place them in a bowl, earthenware or 
granite (avoid tin, as it is sure to rust), cover 
with cold water, and place on the outside of 
the window sill. Cover the bowl to keep out 
soot and allow it to remain overnight. If 
there is danger of the bow! being blown off 
the sill, make a sling of a towel and place 
the ends inside the window so that the sash

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HE great lakes have gathered their annual 
tribute from these who brave their 
stormy waters. One hundred and twenty- 
one lives was the price exacted of 1909, 
thus making last year one of the most 
disastrous in the history of the great in- 
land seas. The loss of life, in fact, has 

Lanse been exceeded only once. [in 1881, with 127 
Hves) since 1860, when the steamer Lady Elgin was 
lost with 297 lives. The loss in 1908 was only 33. 
Every year levies its toll of life from those who trav- 
el the lakes, and every year provides its stories of 
peril, hardship, and heroism in the face of almost cer- 
tain death, but it is doubtful if the dramatic features 
accompanying at least two of last year's wrecks ever 
have been paralleled on any waters. 
On Dec’ 8 the steamer Clarion of the Anchor line, 
with a crew of twenty, was on its way across Lake 
Erie when it took fire. Bravely the crew battled with 
the flames until two of them had lost their lives, but 
they were forced back step by step, fighting every 
inch of the way. After a fierce and stubborn struggle 
the flames swept the engine room and the vessel, its 
motive power gone, drifted helplessly at the mercy of 
the wind and waves. Tossing from side to side, and 
Durning furiously, it was being driven rapidly in the 
direction ofthe Canadian shore and close to the South 
Hast shoal lightship Kewanee. The men on the light- 
ship saw it approaching, blazing so flercely that, 
though the night was exceptionally dark and ‘foggy, 
u Tit up the waters er oy more than half a mile. 


Lightship’s Crew Helpless to Aid.

If this story is true, the Senseless 
jealousy of the wireless operator is directly responsible 
for the loss of thirteen lives. 

In the meantime, in response to signals from the 
lightship Kewanee, two other steamers hove in sight— 
the IL. C. Hanna and Josiah G. Munro. These veasels 
used every artifice known to seamen im efforts to reach 
the stranded Clarion, but in - vain: The wind and sea 

were far too high to permit of launching a boat, and 
the water round the stranded ship was not deep enough 
to allow them to approach, Men were seen moving 
about the decks of the burning vessel, waving their 


arms in despair and shouting for. help. Bitter must 


have been their sufferings, between the fire on one 
side and the icy spray on the other. 

The men now evidently gave up all hope of help 
from the other vessels, for, in spite of the tremendous 
sea which was running, they lowered a boat, into which 
thirteen men jumped, cast off; and——never were seen 
again! The waters clainmied them for their own almost 
as they left the ship's side.

Captain Takes Desperate Chance. 

However, six men were still to be seen on the burn- 
ing hulk, and, spurred by. witnessing the loss of the 
lifeboat to even greater efforts than before, the captain 
of the Munro made another desperate attempt to reach 
the Clarion, but, driven to leeward by che, gale, he 
touched the shoal, bumped, went aground, and stuck 
helpless. Now, realizing that if any of the men on 
the Clarion were to be saved it must be by his efforts 
alone, the captain of the Hanna determined to take 
the desperate chance of -ealling around the shoal and 
approaching from the other side, and with this’ end in 
view he steamed away from the scene. ; : 

The poor fellows on the burning hulk. .seeing this 
maneuver, and not knowing the reason for it; believed 
they were being deserted, and became almost frantic. 
Forced by the fire to take refuge on the bows of the 
vessel, they redoublei their cries for help, until at 
last, apparently resigned to their fate, they wrung 
each other’s hands and vraited: for the end. 

To the watchers on the lightship, who were aware of 
the Hanna’s intention to- return, the interval of time 
seemed endless, but at length the vessel reappeared, 
threading its way through the .intricate shoals, untl 
it was alongside the now almost Durnt out hulk, to one 
extremity of which the six men were clinging. . It 
paused a moment, and then glided on. 

“It has the men!” cried Capt. Hackett of the light- 
ship, watching closely. It has the men! Thank 
God!“

Were battling for lite the Bessemer and Marquette 
car ferry No. 2 also wes lost on Lake Erie how never 
wlll be known, as of the thirty-two souls aboard when 
the vessel sailed not oné survives to tell the tale. That 
the disaster was not overwhelmingly sudden is proven 
by the fact that one of the yawis, containing the bodies 
of nine of the crew and the clothing of a tenth was 
found by the steamer Commodore Perry.

* Loss of the Lady Elgin. 

In view of the dramatic nature of the two wrecks 
just related, it may be of interest to recall one or two 
other famous lake disasters. 

For instance, there. was the loss of the Lady Elgin, 
which was one of the greatest maritime catastrophes 
ever known, and which occurred near Evanston. 

* Bhortly before midnight of Friday, Sept. 7, 1860, the 
steamer Lady Elgin left Chicago for Milwaukee with 
393 excursionists returning to the latter city. Lights 
were burning; band playing, youths and maidens were 
dancing gayly, and all was mirth and jollity on board. 
About 2 o'clock in the morning of the 8th the vessel 
Was off Waukegan, about ten miles from shore, and the 
passengers were at the height of their merriment. 

At the same time the schooner Augusta, laden with 
lumber and bound for Chicago, was approaching the 
“pot. It carried no lights, and therefore was invisible 


» to those on board the Lady Elgin, who were totally 


unconscious of the lumiber schooner’s presence. The 
steamer's lights, however, had been seen by the offi- 
cefs of the schooner for at least half an hour. _What 
actually led to the collision which took place never 
Will be definitely known, there are so many conflicting 
reports, ‘but it is certain that the Auguste struck the 
Lady Bigin on the port side and glided swiftly off into 
the darkness out of sight, not even offering to stand by 
‘the injured vessel to afford assistance or take off pas- 
sengers.

‘ yee en Mystery. of Sea Bird. 

The burning of the Sea Bird, which took lace 
Lake Forest on April 9, 1868, cost sixty-seven ee

the vessel originated never became known, nown, but it 
posed to have been through the carclesstess Of 
it was a little before’7-in the morning-when 
discovered, and the vessel immediately 
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The wind was blowing heavily from the northwest, 
however, and fanned the flames forward, soon stopping 
the machinery. Rapidly the fire drove the passengers 
and crew toward the bow and then over it into the 
lake. No doats seem to have been lowered nor any 


effort made by the officers to save life. Panic appar- | 
ently seized officers, crew, and passengers alike, and 


before noon the vessel was burned to the waters edge. 

On Oct. 16, 1880, the schooner J. H. Hartzell went 
ashore near Frankfort, on Lake Michigan, and foundered 
with only the masts standing above water. The crew, 


consisting of eight men and a woman cook, took to the 


fore rigging. Many long weary hours—hopeless hours— 
dragged by before day dawned and revealed their 
plight to some hunters on the beach. They speedily 
raised the alarm, but the nearest life saving station 

was ten miles away and nothing could be done without 
tke proper appliances, as the wreck lay a considerable 
distance from shore. 

A man was hastily dispatched on horseback to sum- 
mon the life saving crew, but in the meantime the 
frozen victims of the storm must be encouraged to keep 
up heart. A huge message was built of driftwood, show- 


ing in dark letters against the white background of the 


cliff the words “ Lifeboat coming.” 


* * 
Woman Deserted by the Crew. 


After several hours of almost incredible effort on 
the part of the life saving crew they reached -the 
scene of the wreck, only to find that the gale was too 
strong for them to use their boat. Recourge was then 
had to the rocket apparatus, and after several attempts 
a man was hauled ashore in the breeches buoy, frozen 
and exhausted. Somewhat revived by the administra- 
tion of a giass of brandy, he managed to gasp out that 
the rest of the crew were too weak from cold an⸗ ex- 
posure to be able to use the breeches buoy. 

On receipt of this news the life car was substituted 
for the buoy, and when it was hauled out to the wreck 
three forma were seen to drop into it and close the 
hatch. They were at once hauled ashore. Great excite- 
ment prevailed among the spectators and helpers when 
it was found that the car contained men only and the 
women had been left on the wreck. A second time the 
car went out and back, this time returning with the cap- 
tain and mate, who, weak as they were, only escaped 
personal injury at the hands of the bystanders by their 
assurance that the woman would come on the next 
trip. 

Again the car made its perilous trip, thie time in 
darkness, afid loud threats and curses took the place 
of joy when the car was opened and two men, the last 
of the male crew, stepped out. The men declared then 
and afterwards that the woman was dead when they 
left the ship, and that it was not only useless but im- 
possible to bring her body ashore. Whether this was 
true or not ie another unsolved mystery of the sea, as 
by this time darkness prevented the possibility of send- 
ing @ man out from shore to aid her, and during the 
night the mast fell, carrying the woman with it. The 
corpse was recovered seventeen days afterward.

Mombasa a 5 6 from the Heat. 

Mombasa: is a little island about two by three 
miles in extent. It is riotous with brilliant vege- 
tation, and, as seen after a long sea voyage 
through the Red sea and the Indian ocean, it 
looks heavenly except for the heat. Hundreds 
of great baobab trees with huge bottlelike trunks 
and hundreds of broad spreading mango trees 
give an effect of tropical luxuriance that is hard- 
ly to be excelled in sant anywhere in the east. 
Large ships that stop at the island usually wind 
their course through a narrow channel and land 
their passengers and freight at the dock at Kilin- 
dini, a mile and a half from the old Portuguese 
town of Mombasa, where all the life of the island 
is centered.

The Missouri society of Chicago was 
launched the other day at a meeting held in 
the office of Col. John I. Martin in the Hart- 
ford building. Col. Martin was chosen presi- 
dent, Thomas P. Bashaw secretary, and 
Judge Thomas 8. Hogan treasurer. It starts 
with a roster of nearly 100 former Mis- 
sourians, including men well known in busi- 
ness and professional life. A woman's aux- 
fliary has been started, this by demand of the 
wives of members. 

It is now revealed that the inepiration for 
this movement had its romantic beginning 
during the stirring period immediately fol- 
lowing the great Chicago fire of 1871. 

Col. Martin, formerly of St. Louis, law- 
yer and Democrat of national prominence, 
sergeant at arme at national conventions, 
is one of the figures in the story reaching 
back to those days. O, W. Clapp, veteran 
member of the Chicago board of trade, is an- 
other. Both of these men Important parts 
in the work of réscué‘ahd relief following the 
great fire. Both are now members of the 
Missouri society. ‘They had not set eyes upon 
each other for years until the first meeting 
of the society’s organizers: brought them to- 
gether in Col. Martin's office.

Odd Meeting of Frieads. 


„My meeting with Mr. Clapp the other day 
was odd indeed, said the colonel, chief ex- 
potient of the great show me.” “ He came 
here to my office in response to a call sent ont 
from Chicago citizens interested in the for- 
mation of a society for former Missourians.

‘QUARTER ofa century. or more 
ego Henri Rochefort, art critic and 
anarchist, wrote up—or rather down— 
an exhibition of Claude Monet's pic- 
tures.

A number of interesting groups are shown, 
more or less realistic studies of different 
aspects of this prairie and lake and river 
country we live in. John F. Stacty’s is one, 
and his wife’s, hanging sympathetically 
near. H. Léon Reecker and Frank Phoenix 
and Lacie Hartrath each show five land- 
scapes, with one or two that arrest one in 
each group. Charles Francis Browne has a 
group of French scenes, but his “ Cloudy 
Day at Oregon” is perhaps’stronger than 
any of the foreign studies except the Lom- 
pardy Poplars.”

SHANGHAI, Jan. 1—1 want to tell y 

whet the missionaries are doing in China. 
Both Protestants and Catholics are the 
advance guard of the modern movement, the 
leaven which has started the great baten 
of Chinese dough to working. They were 
the first to stir up the dry bones of the celes- 
tial civilizAtion, and they are now every- 
where aiding in putting the flesh and blood 
of our western methods upon them. 5 
The missionaries have been laboring hei 
for several centuries. The Catholics were 
the first on the ground. They were here 
represented by the Nestorians as far back 
as the eighth century, and when Marco Polo 
visited Cathay he found Catholicae here. 
Later stil] came the Jesuita, led by St. Fran- 
eis Xavier, and actively pushed by Matthew 
Riccl, who was making converts in the 
Yangtse valley less than 100 yeare afier 
Columbus discovered America. It was Jes-

uit priests who made the beautiful astronom- 
ical instruments at Peking, and who intro- 
duced the first inkling of western civiliza- 
tion centuries ago. Since then Catholics of 
other orders have come, and now there are 
here Franciscans, Augustians, Vincentians, 
and missions of that church from Belgium, 
France, Spain, and Germany. 


Million Catholics in China, 
According,to a geography of China ‘ust 
issued by the Jesults, the Catholic church 
now reckons its following at 1,000,000 believ- 
ers who have been baptized. It has fort;“ 
two bishops, 1,700 priests, and about 6,000 
chapels. Of its priests 1,200 are foreign- 


ers. 

As to the Protestants their foreign staff 
now numbers about 3,500, of whom less than 
1,000 are men and almost 2,000 are women. 
Of the latter 1,000 are married and 984 sin- 
gle. The Protestants have more than 5,000 
mission stations scattered over the empire, 
and they claim altogether about 256,000 of 
a Christian community. 

They began their work only a little more 
than a hundred years ago, and at first made 
way but slowly. As far back as seventy 
years since they had only 6 communicants. 
In 1858 they had no more than 350, and In 
1865 only 2,000. Ten years later their con- 
verte had increased to 18,000, and in the 
next decade that number had doubled. At 
present there are betweén two and three 


and thelr baptized Chinese number 


000. 
The missionaries claim that this increase is 
gratifying, and say that if they advance dur- 
ing the next generation in the same ratio 
as in the past they will at the end of that | 
time have over 25,000,000 communicants and 
a Christian community of over -100,000,000. 
This is one-fourtly of the, whole Chin na- 
tion. I give these figures from missionary 
authorities and thdse of Protestant Chris- 
tianity. 


Missionaries Start New Movement. 


The great education movement which is 
now going on in China was started by the 
missionaries and is largely carried on by 
them. Many of them are teaching in the 
Chinese government schools, and most of the 
text books are of their composition, 

The first Chinese-English dictionary was 
made by the first Protestant missionary to 
China. This was the Rev. Robert Morrison, 
who arrived here in 1807. In connection with 
Dr. Milme he also made the first Chinese 
bible. It was Mr. Wyle of the London mis- 
sion who prepared the first Chinese school 
books in mathematics, and later text books 
on other subjects, including geology, were 
written by Muirhead, Edkins, and Willtiam- 
pon. The chief authorities on international 
law and political economy now in use in 
the government academies and colleges were 
prepared by Dr. W. A. P. Martin, and geog- 
raphies and other, books by Dr. C. D. Ten- 

be Chinese secretary of our legation 
at Peking. ' 

The printing press was brought into China, 
by the missionaries. Dr. S. Wells Williams 
used the first metallic types at Canton, and 
the first power press was brought to Shang- 
hal by the ‘Presbyterian board. 

Today the Presbyterian Press at Shanghai 
is perhaps the largest publishing house in 
Asia. It is pouring forth biblea, books, 
tracts, and magazines at the rate of 90,000, 
000 pages per annum, and is distributing 
them all over China. In addition there is 
the Mission Press of the American Metho- 
dists, which is. papering the country with 
Christian literature of one kind and an- 
other. 

Millions of Bibles Sent Out. 

Both of these establishments are publish- 
ing school books. 

As to bibles, they are distributed by the 
American Bible society, which firet came 
here about seventy-five years ago. It now 
sends out about 700,000 volumes a year, and 
altogether its circulation has run high into 
the millions. 

But I started to speak about mission 


i sehools They are to be found everywhere. 


There are boys’ schools and girls’ schools, 
and kindergartens for both sees There 
are primary schools, intermediate schools, 
and high schools, as well as colleges of arts, 
medicine, and theology. The Catholics have 
a university at Shanghai and a college and 
industrial school at Secawei, five miles from 
Shanghai, with fifty other schools near- 
by, having an attendance altogether of 8,750 
pupils. They are doing some educational 
work in other cities, but as far as 1 can 
learn they are by far surpassed by the Prot- 
estants in this branch of mission labor. 
According to the latest figures, the Prot. 
estant missionaries have over 2,000 
schools and 889 high schools and colleges. 
In the primary schools 35,000 boys and more 
tham 7,000 girle are now in attendance, and in 
the higher schools there are 12,000 young men 
and almost 3,000 young women. These seem 
but small numbers in comparison with the 
thirteem or fourteen million pupils in our 
public schools, but each of these Chinese stu- 
gents will be a working force in the reor 
ganization of the empire, and this win be 
especially so with the women. The rn- 
ment schools for girls are crying for 8 
teadbers, and the missionaries teil me that

* We have thirty-two Americans, Canadian 
and English secretaries in China and Corea, 
all ot whom ere working under the auspices 
of our international committee. These men 
are university trained; they represent such 
tg as Oxford and Cambridge, England, 
and Yele, Princeton, Cornell, and McGill in 
America. We have also graduates of our 
western institutions and several from our 
theological seminaries. The Tientsin agso- 
ciation wae started eight years ago by Robert 
Gailey, the great Princeton center rush, and 
he has been reinf.rced by Robertson, who 
was formerly professor of mechanical engi- 
neering in Purdue, and by Cole, who was a 
fellow in McGill. The secretaries are all men 
of high class. 

I am surprised at the high Chinese officials 
who are interested in the F. M. C. A. move- 
ment. Yuan Shih Kal, the great general and 
statesman, has subscribed a great deal to the 
association at TientsifR and Peking. Tong 
Shao Yi hes given a great deal, as has also 
Wu Ting-fang, the former ambassador to 
Washington. Chen Mun Yen is a member of 
the Shanghai association, and Tong Kai San, 
one of the members of the oplum commis- 
sion, belongs to the national commission, 


Business Firms Subscribe. 


Many of the leading institutions and busi- 
ness firms of China are subscribing to the 
T. M. C. A. The Chinese Merchant Steam- 
ship company recently gave over $1,000 to the 
Shanghal association, and in that company 
there are sixty sustaining members, each of 
whom pays $50 a year. : 

The T. M. C..A.’s are doing much in the new 
education of China, There are students’ as- 
sociations in various schools and colleges 
which have a membership of 80.000. They 
publish a paper called China’s Young Men, 
which has a circulation of about 4,000 and 
goes into every province of the empire, and 
in addition to this there are something like 
12,000 copies of other publications printed 
each year. 

Robertson of Tientsin recently brought out 
a cabinet containing apparatus for the per- 
formance of 500 different expériments in 
ph gics, and ‘he Invited the professors and 
cational authorities to witness them.
